REPORTED 


County plans for a scenic highway through the north side of 
Sierra Madre which will require the condemnation of dozens of 
homes had the Planning Commission fighting mad this week, but 
the membess decided to count ten before taking a swing at 
anybody. 

City Engineer Howard Brod said that the County Regional Plan- 
Commission still has plans on its books for tto secondary 
highway which would cut diagonally through the north side and 

then across Grandview avenue 
and continue on north of Mon-

A. dol ITldilin O Bayard Bigelow referred to it 

___j_ as something wandering around 

in a hayfield and not getting 
anywhere. 

“We’re not interested in it,” 
he said. 

Brod, however, reminded him 
that the City Council of 1929 
had signed up the city with the 
county’s regional plan and that 
the highway was a part of that 
plan. 

He said that the County Plan¬ 
ners were open to suggestion 
for an alternate route—such as 
routing the 80-foot highway 
through Carter avenue and 
down Baldwin to Foothill. 

Bigelow complained that the 
city would have to spend a lot 
of money condemning property 
for a highway that nobody 
wants and that doesn’t go any¬ 
where. 

“It’ll bankrupt Sierra Madre,” 
he said. “The citizens ought to 
have something to say about 
this. I wouldn’t be a party to it 
unless there was a vote on it.” 

Brod suggested that the pro¬ 
posed highway be routed down 
Michillinda to Foothill boule¬ 
vard. 

Commission President May de 
Wright offered to call a public 
hearing on the matter, but City 
Attorney Thomas A. Reynolds 
turned thumbs down on the 
suggesting. He pointed out that 
it was entirely a matter for the 
Planning Commission to decide. 

In the meantime, however, 
Charles Hopper, who is subdi¬ 
viding his property in the north¬ 
west section of the city, will 
have to bear in mind the pro¬ 
posed highway which will enter 
the city 715 feet north of Fair- 
view avenue under the existing 
plan. 

Contractor Harold Spears ask¬ 
ed how the Commission could 
hold a person from building on 
his property when a proposed 
street was many years in the 
future. And Attorney Noren 
Eaton said that it was illegal 
to hold up building permits 
without condemnation. 

Reynolds, however, declared 
that the county regional plan 
was constructive notice to prop¬ 
erty owners. 

During the meeting Eaton 
also resubmitted an application 
of his client, Robert Gilbert, to 
subdivide his East Alegria ave¬ 
nue property. 

The matter was referred to 
Reynolds over the protests of 
Eaton. 

“People appearing before you 
are complaining of delays,” he 
said. “They have come in here 
with hat in hand begging to 
find out what they can do with 
their own property.” 

Spears also complained about 
delay in approval for his sub¬ 
division on East Grandview. He 
had filed engineering data for 
submission to the City Council. 

It appeared, however, on the 
Planning Commission agenda. 
The Commission again referred 
the whole works to the city at¬ 
torney and the city engineer.

Oppose New 
Residential 
Zone Change 


Sierra Madre Masonic Lodge 
No. 408 will honor its Past Mas¬ 
ters Tuesday evening, Novem¬ 
ber 30, with a dinner at 6:30, 
after which they will confer a 
Third Degree. 

The Lodge was chartered 38 
years ago and special guests 
will be William Deutsch, a 
charter member, and J. A. Pat¬ 
terson, Master during 1913.

The Planning Commission this 
week put itself on record as op¬ 
posing any further establish¬ 
ment of multiple residential 
zones until new water resources 
are found for the city. 

The need for warding off 
“down grading” of present resi¬ 
dential areas was pointed out 
as the Commission turned down 
a petition for rezoning of the 
south side of West Montecito 
avenue between Hermosa and 
Auburn avenues. 

Residents had sought a re¬ 
zoning from R-l and R-2 to R-3 
(multiple zone). 

Water Superintendent H. W. 
Brod pointed out that the Conk- 
ling Water Report specifically 
said that unless the city finds 
new water sources, it should re¬ 
strict any further development 
of R-2 and R-3 zones. 

“We are now about a half 
year’s supply of water over¬ 
drawn from the water basin,” 
he said. He pointed out that 
obtaining Colorado River water 
from the Metropolitan Water 
District was a “very costly af¬ 
fair." 

Bayard Bigelow said that the 
city already has 3.25 per cent 
of its area zoned for multiple 
dwellings. This is a higher per¬ 
centage, he said, than has Pasa¬ 
dena. 

The Commission indicated, 
however, that it would probably 
approve a change from R-l to 
R-2 for this area if a new peti¬ 
tion were resubmitted. 

Because of the Commission’s 
action on this petition, Ray F. 
Stadler said that he would not 
press a petition for a similar 
zone change to R-3 on his prop¬ 
erty at Adams and Laurel ave¬ 
nues where he had intended to 
build bungalow courts.

Elimination of the veto power 
in the United Nations, which 
Russia has exercised so fre¬ 
quently, would serve no good 
purpose in furthering the uni¬ 
versal desire of the World to 
live together in agreement, Ray¬ 
mond G. McKelvey, professor 
of political science, Occidental 
College, and former resident of 
Sierra Madre told a dinner 
meeting of the 48th Assembly 
District Democratic Club last: 
Wednesday night 

A delegation of Sierra Madre 
Democratic leaders headed by 
Mrs. Helen Narozny, secretary 
of the club, turned out to hear 
the speaker who is President of 
the Pasadena United Nations 
Association in which many resi¬ 
dents of Sierra Madre are ac¬ 
tive. 

Hailing the U. N. as a much 
stronger international organi¬ 
zation than its predecessor the 
League of nations, Mr. Me Kel- 
vey stated that the U. N. Char¬ 
ter in its present form and 
without amendment could be 
developed into as tight an in¬ 
strument for co-operation as na¬ 
tions are prepared to demand. 
Mr. McKelvey stressed that it 
was never the intention of the 
framers of the Charter (hat ef¬ 
forts to build a better world 
order should be confined to ac¬ 
tivities of the U. N. 

“Our job,” said Mr. McKel¬ 
vey, “is to use all the agen¬ 
cies of the U. N., and those pro¬ 
vided outside t li e U. N. to 
strengthen the forces of peace 
by reducing the causes of war. 
Whatever we do to strengthen 
the weak, to raise living stand¬ 
ards throughout the world, to 
reduce despair, fear and hyster¬ 
ia at home and abroad, what¬ 
ever we do to translate demo¬ 
cracy from a veral symbol to a 
living reality, is a measure in 
behalf of peace. The U. N. 
C h a rt e r is a mechanism 
capable of endless development 
for this doing.” 


Never, under any circum¬ 
stances, neglect a cold, no mat- 
ter how trivial it might seem 
to you.

When a cold vic¬ 
tim coughs or sneezes, he 
sprays the air around him with 
tiny droplets of moisture that 
contain cold germs. Anyone 
near him can easily inhale 
those germs. Every cough and 
sneeze should be covered, pref 
erably with paper tissue that 
can be burned. 

One of the greatest evils of 
the common cold is the fact 
that its early symptoms can be 
mistaken for those of some 
communicable diseases. Often, 
the more serious disease is mis¬ 
taken for "a cold coming on,” 
and is disregarded until it has 
made dangerous progress with 
its victim and spread its germs 
to others.

For a civilized community, we 
should have lights. Only Mr. 
Spencer (Frank Spencer, Plan¬ 
ning Commission member) is 
fortunate enough to h a v e a 
light in front of his place on 
the street,” she said. 

The Council had previously 
heard a report recommending 
two lights for Sky land drive in 
the terrace and a new location 
for a light near the home of 
A. L. Harris on Fairview av¬ 
enue. 

City Engineer H. W. Brod, 
was ordered to make a sur¬ 
vey of Orange Grove, and City 
Attorney Tom Reynolds was or¬ 
dered to prepare an ordinance 
which would eliminate hedvy 
traffic on the street by declar¬ 
ing it for light duty only. 

Mrs. May dc Wright, presi¬ 
dent of the Planning Commis¬ 
sion, suggested that the Council 
study the problem of no side¬ 
walks along such streets as 
Orange Grove. 

She said that the dirt walks 
are overgrown and that even 
Century plants have been set 
out in the walks. 

Reynolds, however, said that 
although property owners can 
be made to clear the ease¬ 
ments, that doesn’t give any¬ 
body sidewalks, and besides 
“the weeds just take over.” 

“I’d rather see people on 
streets than traversing the 
rough parkways—having in 
mind the city’s liability,” he 
said. “The city is more liable 
if a person stumbles on the 
parking than if he gets hit by 
a car.” 

To get the Council off such a 
gloomy subject, Harris suggest¬ 
ed that the Council sponsor out¬ 
side decorations with merch¬ 
ants giving prizes for best dis¬ 
plays. 

“It’s not out of order for a 
little Christmas spirit in Sier¬ 
ra Madre,” he said. “I’ll give 
a prize myself and keep my 
own tree out of the running.” 

Mayor Steinberger said the 
Chamber of Commerce was 
working on something like that. 
But Steinberger had in mind 
decoration of store windows 
which the Chamber is sponsor¬ 
ing. Harris had in mind front 
yard decorations similar to that 
which is done in Pasadena and 
Altadena each year. 

The suggestion was received 
with the Mayor’s quotable 
quote: “The town’ll be all lit 
up by Christmas time.” 

Councilman Henry Korsmeier 
demanded to know when some¬ 
thing is going to bo done about 
P. E. buses making left turns 
from Sierra Madre boulevard 
into the station. 

“The police are beginning to 
complain,” he said. 

City Clerk Lawrence Brain 
was instructed to write to P. E. 
and ask that someone meet 
with the Council next Saturday 
afternoon to go over the prob¬ 
lem.

ing, but she stands always open 
for suggestions on what should 
be added to the shelves. 

Miss Moore likes good art 
and good theatre. She loves to 
travel. Vacations in years past 
have taken her to Alaska and 
Panama. She has seen all of the 
United States. All of the Na¬ 
tional Parks have had her as 
visitor. 

“But I must have liked Sierra 
Madre best,” she said, "or I 
wouldn’t have stayed her 25 
years. I’ve worn out three cars 
going on trips—but I’ve always 
come back here.” 

The town hasn’t changed 
much in 25 years, according to 
Miss Moore. Tt has been built 
up, the population has grown 
from 2500 to 6600, but the peo¬ 
ple have stayed about the same. 
Many of Miss Moore’s first pa¬ 
trons are now her good friends. 

“It’s like a child growing up, 
though,” skb said. “If you 
stand by its side and watch, the 
changes slip by unnoticed. If I 
were to leave Sierra Madre for 
25 years instead of staying, I 
might see many startling dif¬ 
ferences.”
